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tactoriea, started a factory of their own in Lynn, ran it for a year, then 
returned to Czecho-Slovakia to make shoes cheaper. 

The Bata plants, employing from 15,000 to 20,000 hands, accord- 
ing to seasonal needs, have a total production capacity, counting both 
leather and rubber manufactures, of 110,000 pairs daily, according to a 
jobber of Bata goods. 

S'hoe industry statisticians in New England declare that two thirds 
of the 1929 imports of foreign-made women's shoes came from Czecho- 
slovakia. These were not all Bata-made, but hundreds of thousands oi 
them were. Shoes being duty free here they naturally undersell the Amer 
ican manufacturer. 

How is that for opportunity working out to the disadvantage 
of the very country which created the opportunity? Let the master 
minds of Congress, which are backing and filling on shoe duty, figure 
the answer. 

Mr. Bata, seeing further opportunity in this profitable American mar 
ket, now plans to follow his shoes with his own stores. Opening of fivi 
Bata stores In Chicago was announced last week. 

Another powerful factor in their foreign shoe competition is the 
Pan-American Shoe Export Trust, operating ten factories in Czecho- 
slovakia, four in Germany, three in Austria.

Ready for Any Emergencies 

Mr. Average Citizen Given Needed Attention 
I Whether He Can Pay or Not— Modern 
Methods and Equipment Save Lives

hun-icd the man. A typical citizen nf 
Boston, homeward bound, with a bundle 
imder hLs arm. He l.s trying to "beat 
the light" and fails. There is a shriek 
or brakes, a lonp. agonized scream. He 
lias been struck by a motor car. 

Speedily the police talvc charse nf 
matters. Brawny.' bacl\s .strain a.s the 
car wheel i.s lifted and Mr. Average 
Citizen pulled from beneath it. A taxi- 
cab is comuK.ndeered. the driver eager 
to convey his injured pa.ssengcr to a 
physician without loss of time. 

"City Hospital -Qinci:;" Scarcely 
has the signal been given than tile cab 
leaps away. People shake their head.s, 
mutter something about being careful 
a-s they skillfully evade nulomobiles, and 
go home. The ne>;t morning they read 
about tho accident in the newspaper. 

But what happens to the victim? 

Down Harrison avenue races the taxi- 
cab with the in.jurfd citl:'"n. It reaches 
the main gate at tli" Boston City Hos- 
pital and the driver blows tlie horn. 
The pate swing.? open and the road to 
the accident ward is clear. While the 
car Is traversing th{' short dlManee, a 
signal has been ftvX. from the gale. 
Which is •■covered" day and night, and 
evei7thlng Is ready. 

LlTTICn IS WAITING 

A litter is waitip.e. I lie \ietim placed 
(upon it and the l.lier wheeled to a 
room. Here he is undres.ed completely 
nnd the hospital 'johnny" f^iven him. 
Everything in his possession is taken, 
marked, checl:ed and when he reaches 
his ward, liis posscs.'^ions are checked 
again. Last year HO.OOn persons had 
their clothes and valuables checked. 

If the victim had been h woman she 
■would never be left alone. ■While there 
are very few moments when a man l.s 
by h.m.self. a woman always has some 
one on whom slie can call. After the 
examination the victim is .lent to a 
ward, or to the operating floor. If nec- 
e.s.sar.v, as in the case of certain frac- 
tures, emergency X-ray examinations arc 
held. 

If the doctor who makes the first 
dlagoiisis deems an operation necessary, 
he telephones for the liouse surgeoii. 
The hoii.se surgeon consults witli the 
resident surgeon, and perhaps the visit- 
ing snrpeon on duly lliat niglit is called. 
Add.tional consultants may be called. 
Thus the .services of tour experts are at ' 
the beck and call of the lowliest cltl- i 
i7,en. 

I The finest enuipm>'Ml It Is possible 
to buy is ready for I lie use of surgeons, 
A complete laboratory (<(iuipnient a.ssists 
the surgeons and doctors in their work. 
If, after careful consideration, an opera- 
tion is considered nec.^e.ssary to save a 
life, it is performed. Then the victim 
enters tne ward to recuperate, if the 
operation is not considered uecc,s.sary, 
he enters the ward. From the moment i 
he enters the hospital his "hl.'itory" 
starUs. It will continue until lie leaves.

dress, occupation, religion, and nearest 
relative's name are taken. If telephon- 
ing can be done, the interested persons 
are notified. If not. a policeman calls 
at the house of the per.son to be told 
of the accident and informs them. 

Haspital life is totally mnnteresting 
to the healthy person. But some day 
he may be reclining in a hospital bed. 
Ileres what happens In the City Hos- 
pital: 

At 5 o'clock In the morning the "'sht 
nurse "opens" the wi>vd. ine patient's 
face and h.nics are wa.';he<i and the 
general morning toilet performed, even 
to rinsing the mouth and washing the 
teeth. That takes quite a ■R'hile. and 
breakfast is served at 7: I.S o'clock. Bcd.s 
are made as .soon as breakfast is over. 
This is done by preparing one-half, on 
which the patient 'rolls over" and then 
making the second half. 

Temperatuies are taken at 8 o'clock, 
drinking water distrib-.ited. medication 
given and surgical dressings changed, 
and the ward made ready for the visit 
of the doctor at 11 o^cloek. Diets are 
served at 11:15 o^clock. medication and 
treatment given, drinking water dis- 
tributed and the -nard made ready for 
the visitors at 2 o'clock. 

After the visitors leave at S o'clock 
itlie ward is straightened out and tem- 
peratures are aEain taken. Food is 
ficrved at 4 LS oclock and medication 
and drv-^sing again occupies the time 
of the nurse From fi to fi:30 oclock 
visitors are allowed. After fi::tO o'clock 
the backs of the patient*, weary after 
lying on them for a day, are rubbed 
with alcohol and powdered. The day is 
done. 

BLOOD DONORS I SKD 

SupiKxsing that the victim is in bad 
|Condition. His name is placed on the 
dangerously til list Nearest relatives 
are informed by policeman, telephone 
or telegram and advised to visit him. 
Victims of certain diseases have their 
names automaticallv placed on tills list. 

In rwent years there has been per- 
fected a surgical method of easing .skull 
fractures tliat has worked well.

Wlii'ii prohibition first came in the 
City Hospital, in the first flush of en- 
tluisiasui. used the "stoma<'h pump" on 
all per.sons sullering from alcoholism 
on ihe theory that illicit alcohol neces- 
sarily wa-s bad. But analysis showed 
that' it wasn't so bud. while Ihe pump 
distressed the patient. So about five 
years ago the stomach tube, with its 
lliushing water, was di.-.continued. Ca- 
thartics and sedatives are used, but no 
morphia. Manv a fellow out for a spree 
years ago dreaded the City Hospital 
and. if he had his way about it, went 
to another hospital. 

Two interesting facts: A list of lilood 
donors and sellers is kept handy at all 
tiiniF for emergency tiansfvision. Four 
types are listed and the needed type of 
blood can lie obtained at almost any 
hour from the blood donors, or from

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Dornier Considers Boston as 
Port for Giant Flying Boats 



Boston anri fpvoibI otlifi- Atlantic 
roast rltlps are bplng surveyed to lpnrn 
which has the best faellitles to serve a-s 
a terminus for a fast air transatlantic 
service projected by the Dornier and 
Fokker companies, both affiliated with 
the powerful General Motors in airplane 
development in the United States. 

Aware of these plans, not yet of- 
ficially admitted. Mayor .Janies M. Cur- 
ley is carrying on an Intensive campaiRU 
to "sell" the advantages of the Boston 
airport to the promoter.s and also to 
induce them to establish an assembly 
plant in this city. 

Giant air transports, cariyins 100 or 
more pa.ssengcr.s and also freight, and 
.spanning the Atlantic to Europe in less 
than three days, are visualized by those 
interested hi the new service. 

Choice of a western terminus for 
this great enterpri.se is believed to lie 
between Boston and Now York. Bos- 
ton, Mayor Cmley is arguing, .should be 
,selected becau.se it is nearer Europe and 
because the improvements planned tor 
its airport will make the latter one 
of the most outstandinB In the country. 
Fokker and Dornier officials have ex- 
pressed themselves as much interested 
in the proposed $2,000,000 develooment 
-of the Baston airport by Boston and 
stale support. When asked speci- 
ficallv if they had settled on Bos- 
ton as the most likely site for the 
giant terminus they' were noncommittal. 
' The selection of a r.uilable terminus 
Is dependent on a great number of 
considrrutions, all of which must be 
worked out between the companies and 
the cities who are inclined to bid for 
the trade and the commercial enhance- 
ment which would attend tiie forma- 
tion of such a service. 

Dr. Claude Dornier Is in Germany 
now planning a flight across the At- 
lantic. It is not decided whether the 
flight will be across the .south Atlantic 
to Brazil or to the North American 
1 coa.st. Dr. Dornier's advisers are in dis- 
agreement on the route, some' favoring 
'the southern route because of its ad- 
vantages over the north Atlantic where 
storms prevail, and westerly winds 
hamper the flier. Other.s prefer the 
northern route and the obvious ad- 
vanUges of a landing in an American 

coast city. 

The natural preferences for .such a 
landing after a trip across the Azores 
and Bermuda, are being di.scussed with 
Dr Dornier at the present time. If 
the course is laid over Bermuda the 
landing will probably be at New York 
or Boston, and flying time to either cuy 
will be practically the same from -be 
Hernuuli'-s.

FOR GOVERNOR SQUARE 

While it 1.S well not to cheer until final ac;- I 
tion Is taken, we now have »n encouraging 
prospect for the extension of the Boyl.st«n | 
Street subway under Governor Square. Cor- 
poration Coun.sel Silverman and H. Ware Bar- 
niim, coun.sel for the Elevated Trustees, will I 
undertake to draw up a hill which shall satisfy | 
the Directors of the Klevated, represented by 
their cotinstl, Frederick S. Snow, and present 
It on Wednesday to the I-egislative Coininittee 
on Metropolitan Affairs, As plans tor exten- 
.sions must be acceptable to Ihe Directors under 
the Act of 1918, it is wi.se to have their coun.sel 
particijiate in the drafting of the bill. The Act 
of 192.5 for the Governor Square extension wa.«. 
found unacceptable by the Directors and the 
niea.sure now to be prepared will be drafted a.s 
an ainendment to that. Act. 

At the general conference in the office of 
the Mayor, at which representatives of all the 
parties in interest were present, with Ihe Mayor 
and the members of the Legislative Committee 
looking out for the interests of the public, the 
scope of the plan for the exten.sion was agreed 
to informally by everybody. The tube is to be 
extended, with one arm running out. Common- 
wealth Avenue to a point clo.sc to Temple Israel 
and the other running out Beacon Street to a 
point near the Boston & Albany Railroad 
bridge. The.se engineering details would be In 
the hands of the 'I'ransit Department. The 
underlying construction would be done also for 
a future overpass, if needed, on Cominonwcalth 
Avenue for vehicles. 

The final details will be dealt with In the 
drafting of the proposed amendment. The co.st 
ot construction will be met by a Boston bond 
Issttc as in the ca.se o£ the original Boylston 
subway. A lease, in the same geneial form as 
our other subway leases, will be executed by 
the Company at an annual rental ot 4'i per 
cent, ot the net cost, to cover Interest and 
sinking fund requirements. The estimated net 
cost Is $;). 000.000, calling for a rental of $135,- 
000. If in the operation of the system any 
deficiency ot revenues should occur, It is pi'o- 
po.sed that this shall be met by the new Metro- 
jiolitan Transit District whicVi was created by 
the Act of 1928. and the Trustees who manage 
the affairs of the District will then apportion 
this charge among the citie.s and towns of 
Iho District. Boston's share would be about 
62 per cent, of the total. 

This appears to be a fair arrangement be- 
cau.se it affords a chance for pei'.sons who u.se 
both the tube and the highways to sliare in 
this expen.se. And. what is especially gratify- 
ing to the public at large, there appears to be 
no reason to apprehend any increa.se In Elevated 
fares involved in this plan for the completion 
of an Inipriuenient for which the public ha.s 
waited brvond tlie llniils of patience.

I A radical plan to solve the downtown 
parking problem was suggested to Mayor 
Ciuiey yesterday by the Traffic Con- 
trol Association. 

As the representative ol the a.«so('ia- 
tion which embraces garane owners 
r.nd Mpparently truckmen and taxicab 
companies, Atty. Merrill Griswold ad- 
vocated the pi'ohibllion of dead pni-k- 
ing in ft wide loop embracing not only 
the entire downtown district, but Bea- 
con Hill. 

He suggested that the parking of 
automobiles, other than taxicabs and 
tr\icks, nnle.ss occupied by operators 
should be prohibited in the territory 
within the loop created by Caiiseway 
street and Atlantic avenue.

Griswold explained that certain areas

their homes. 

BADICAJ, SWGGKSTION 
At ft largely attended meeting toe

the adverse differential will be prepared ' 
and a policy of action determined on. 

Development of the jxirt is one of 
the major aims of Mayor Curlcy, and 
he is optimistic th.nt before many 
months have elapsed bottom cargoes of 
wheat and wool will be shipped direct 
from Boston. 

Operation of new grain elevators at 
Troy Ls expected to be i^flectctl in heavy 
.shipments from Boston, and the mayor 
will be disappointed if, as a result, one 
or more steamship companies do not 
Inaugurate direct fn.st steamer service 
between Boston and Liverpool, Clirr- 
bourg and Hamburg.

A QUESTION OF DIGNITY. ! 

By a ciirinus statute, of which the 
repeal is again proposed, prestimably 
in va:n, appointments to heads of 
departmenl.s made l)y the Mayor of 
Boston have to be passed upon by 
the Civil Service ('ommission. By ft 
comic provision of that .itatute, in 
cn^ of the rejection of an appointee, 
thn Mayor may nubstitiite the head 
nf any other city department. 'I'liii.s, 
for the moment, an Overseer of the 
Poor l,« serving a.s a Transit Com- 
mi.osioner. The Civil Service Com-, 
mip.sion has twice refii.se.d to approve 
the appointment as Traffic Cooimia- 
Pionfr of Mr. .loSFPH A. Conry, 
Whose ability and character have 



been tested in import ant po.sts. The 
Commission doesn't have to give 
any reasons. A<-coriling to The Bos- 
ton Herald, the sole objection ex- 
pressed by its members is that Mr. 
COMlVs ■■ dignified appearance is 
■ repellent.' " 

So melting, so Iraternal, .so hail- 
fellow-well-met has Boston come to 
be in some Republican eyes. Before 
the Legislative Committee on Civil 
Service Mi'. Conry disc. aimed any 
disjxisition to pose as a martyr or 
a hero. He felt that it was due to 
his good name that the Commission 
should set forth the causes of its 
disapproval. While it might seem 
frivolous to dwell on it, the Commis- 
sioneis seemed to dislike Ids digni- 
fied manner. " They interpreted it, " 
according to The Transcript's sum- 
mary, " as haughty superhirity which 
"would unfit him for the position 
" ot traffic officer of tlie city of 
" Bo.ston."

Silverman Gets Questions Bearing 
on Autliority Definition 



The City Council's speciai Investiga- 
tion of Boston'? taxicab situation 
Started yesterday, headed by Council- 
lor Robert G. Wilson Jr. A threat 
of arrest from a policeman on State 
Kt when Councilor Wll.^on attempted 
to park In a taxi stand Is said tc 
h.Tve fanned a flrtnie that has been 
emoldering: for some time. 

Associated with Ciiaiimnn Wilson 
on the committee are Councilors Mo- 
Grath, Ruby, Donovan and Mahoney. 
All believe that the Police Coramie- 
bloner is acting without legal authorit;-, 
and that such authority has been 
usurped from the Street Commisslon- 
•rs. 

To Corporation Counsel Samuel 
Silverman havp been presented 11 
questions, which the Councilors hope 
■will detlne the question of authoritj 
and right, if any, of hotels and prop- 
erty owners to rent the city streets 
to taxlcab companies, etc. The ques- 
tions appear in many cj^ses to dove- 
tail, liut according to Coimcilor Wil- 
son tl.ey were framed witli tliu Intent 
that there can be no ducking of the 
I Issue. 

I Mr Silverman Is also asked by what 
'right a Federal olticial grants permis- 
sion to a calj company for exclusive 
use of part of State st, near by the 
Cuatomhous*. He is also asked for 
advice on what steps the Council can 
take to stop renting the city streets 
to taxicab lompanies. 

Harry Wiseman, representing the 
Independent Taxi Operators, said his 
organization for 11 years had been 
trying to get a Supreme Court ruling. 
Tlicir drivers are conviited, he said, 
in the lower courts of trespassing, but 
on appeal juries always lind them 
not guilty, and any exceptions taken 
during the trial cannot go before the 
Supreme Court because of the acquit- 
tal pf the defendant. 

^Corporation Counsel Silverman told 
tiie comrnltteo that the matter would 
lequlre considerable study; that abut- 
ting property owners have some right. s 
to use of streets In front of their 
pioperty, 

"An easement," he said, "can be 
legally burdened by public necessity, 
use and convenience, and It might well 
be asked I', a taxlcab stand outside a 
bote! Is overliuidenlng an easement. 
The Issue raised Iiy the Council has 
iie\er been the ba.sia Of a Supreme 
Court decision."

WANTS COOPERATION 

BY TOWNS WITH BOSTON 

According to an announcement 
vesterday b;.- Mis.s Ellr:ibeth M. Her- 
iihy, secretary of Mayor ("urlcy** 
conference on Metropolitan Boston, 
tho purpose of the conference is not 
to bring about annexation to Boston 
of the surrounding comraunitlea. 

I The purpose, the statement i-ayj, 1* 
to Investigate the desirability of 
extending tho principle of cooperatlva 
clTort- between these communities, a» 
exemplined In the present provision ot 
Metropolitan sewer, water and park 
facilities, so as to include otiier simi- 
lar services, like trallio. transporta- 
tion and health. 




Boston for Bostonians f*^ 

^;^^TTNDER the Boston city charier, the Mas- 
sachusett.5 civil service comnii.s.'^ion, not 
elected by the people but appointees of the 
tlovernor of the state, has the rii?ht to in- 
linrse or reject appointments of Boston of- 
ficials by the Mayor of Boston. 

This riffht should be taken fioni the 
civil service commission. The system is 
fundamentally wrong. The people of Boston elect a man to be 
their mayor. Naturally he wishes to surround himself with 
persons who will work in liarniony with him for the best in- 
terests of the people. 

That a state commission should dictate the personnel of 
the city jrovernment is a ridiculous situation. The city does 
not confirm the Governor's appointees. This is done by the 
Governor's council, which, by the way, is elected by the people. 
Ajipointments made by the President of the T'nited States are 
conlirmed by the United States Senate, elected by the people. 
Appointments made by the nia\or of Boston sliould be 
j-'assed upon, not by a state civil service commission, appointees 
of a GoN'crnor who is a member of a party with which the 
ma.jority of the voters of Boston are not aligned, but by the 
Boston city council, elected by the people. 

Wo can see clearly that such a system ini,ul)t not iilcasc 
a mayor, lliat a cnuiui! niiglit be an e\eii trreater hindrance 
than the civil sc"vicc commission and that the council might 
jila.y politics. But if the city council acted too stuliboi-nly, the 
people would have an opportunity of sending such members 
back to private life. 

We have a particularly flaKi'aiit example in llie case of the 
( ivil service re.)ection of .loseph .A. Oiiiry, whom .Maxor Ciirley 
appointed as traffic commissioner. Tiie same commission in- 
ilorsed the appointment by iMayor Nichols of Traffic ('ommi.s- 
sioner Fisher.

A GREATER ST. LOUIS 

Tlie statement of the problem of a Greater 
St. LouLs contains many of the .same factors 
which inake the problem of a Greater Boston. 
The plan offered for the solution ot the prota- 
leiTt of the Mis.souri city is c-v-niially the .same 
as that proposed by Mayor Curxey for the .solu- 
tion of our own problem. Let a unit of govern- 
ment be created .solely to deal with matters of 
concern to both the city and the cou-'ty of St. 
LouLs. What the,«.e matters are will !----. ajicer- 
taincd by careful investigation. All otht\ :unc- 
tions of government will be left to the existing 
municipalities and to a corresponding unit to 
be created for the unincorporated region.s of the 
county. The powers of this Mcropohtan or 
Greater City Government will be granted in 
.such flexible form that they may be expanded 
■•when and If the new government earns popu- 
lar approval and a.s new problems arise." Says 
Prof. Thomas H. Reed, the Consultant of the 
City and Municipal County Metropohtan De- 
velopment Committee: "The greatest ot all 
advantages is that in place of a rigid, intracta- 
ble situation with city and county divided by 
an unbreakable barrier, the community will 
ihave provided itself with the means of meet- 
ing by its own efforts every problem of its own 
development." 

There are other Interesting details in this 
tentative St. Louis scheme. It provides for the 
annexation of any municipality or di.stnct to 
another on the favorable vote of the people of 
the annexed area. This suggests that our own 
prnblem is one which many other American 
cities are working out in their own way. The 
tendency of population is aw.iy from the cenUe 
to the rim. But e^-ery community around llw 
centre has iti stake in that centre. Their in- 
terests are coinmon. but the difficulties in the 
way of getting unity of action even in any mat- 
ter of obviously common importance are legion. 
Of course in detail the prohlcms of our cities 
differ. St. Louis, for instance. i.>i prcvi>ntcd by 
constitutional provisions from undertaking to do 
'many things which it feels a great city should 
have authority to do. Today the city proper and 
(the communities scattered over the county can 
co-operate only by means of "transitory working 
agreements between officials which have no 
regularity or legal .sanction." What is wanted 
there, as here, is .some form of unilication which, 
will enable the community to stand before the 
world for what it is and all it is in wealth. In- 
fluence and population, and at the same time 
allow the separate municipalities to retain local 
control of all their other affairs and give them 
a voice in the councils of the "greater" city.

The urgency of relieving trarflc condi- 
tions in Governor square is so great tlial 
any news promising an end of the trouble 
luiH a strong claim to be welcomed a.s 
good news. Year after year the debate 
has dragged on without action. And this 
has been so even thougli, ns an engineer- 
ing mutter, cv.-ryoni' agrees what ought. 
to bo done. The Boylston-Btrcet subway 
Should certainly bo extended under Gov- 
ernor square, with new jjortals placed, 
west of the square, in Beacon street and 
Commonwealth avenue. But on tho ques- 
tion how the cost of this worlc should 1«^ 
met, the city of Boston has for years 
maintained, until Mayor Curloy made his 
interesting offer last week, a wholly non- 
eo-operatlve and obstructive position. 
Mayor Curley's offer is entitled, there- 
fore, to be received and studied in an 
open-minded way as a real contribution, 
on the city's part, toward ending hither- 
to endles.s talk on .this matt'-r and begin- 
ning at last the work of the steam- 
shovels. 

Nevertheless, even while conceding to 
the mayor's offer its duo worth as a 
practical matter, it is necessary to re 
main clear-sighted and dellnlto about the 
Ijrinciplcs which must govern the con- 
struction and finance of any major rapid- 
transit extensions which arc hereafter 
built in the metropolitan district. Al- 
ways in the t>iust the entire cost of build- 
ing subways and tunnels has been thrown 
upon tho lOlevated, to bo recoii))ed from 
the car-riders' fares. Tiiis has been a 
suitable a;ul even a. fortunate pl,an so 
long as tho revet ues of the Klevfated 
were equal to the wrljtht thrown upon 
them. Thanks to tho terms of the old 
rapid-transit leases, the city of Bos'on 
has not only not Incurred a dollar of 
tax-expensa from theso great improve- 
mciits of transportation in this niT'iropo- 
lls, hut also has been gradually acquir- 
ing a larger and larger paid up equity In 
the subways and tunnels. Meanwhile, 
New York city has been investing scores 
upon scores of millions of tho taxpayers' 
dollars in Gotham's rapid-transit f-ystoin 
without ever receiving a dollar of con- 
tribution toward the co.i*. from .N'ew 
i'ork's car-riders. 

Now, whetlicr one likes it or not. in- 
evitably one must recognize that for the 
future of rapid transit in Boston a 
changed day Is at liand. Inlelllgcnt study 
of the Klevated's budget shows that it is 
Idle to hope that tho present reve—'e from 
fares can continue to bear tho whole 
cost of rapid-transit extension-. Itepre- 
sentative EHot Wadsv^ orth. reviewing the 
recent dcdlno of the total voliune of 
car-rldlng on tho Hues of tho Klevated. 
has issued several statements expressing 
strong skepticism whether, in the face of 
this decline, any further extensions can 
1 , Justine^- ^^''- 'Wndffv.'orUi s|>e;iks from 
•i'n unchallengeable fund of experience in 
matters of npancial management. .More- 
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over, f-n iong as iho question of paying 
for rapid transit extenslotis be consid- 
ered wholly as a cha-.-gc upon the Ele- 
vated's existing revenues, we think his 
case is overwhelmingly sound. No experi- 
enced bank or business man, studying 
the recent balance sheets of the Elevated, 
could possibly say that they justify the 
outlay of largo now sums for rapid tran- 
sit on tne tlieory that tho road will make 
a proiit from such extensions, or even be 
al>Ie to pay the full carrying charges 
upon them. 

The recent Dorchester-Mattapan ex- 
tension of the Cambridge tunnel provides 
a good case in point. No experienced 
railway manager, studying the revenues 
tiius far earned by this extension, can 
possibly show that it has yet added 
enough to the net volume of the Ele- 
vated's raiisengor fares in this district to 
pay tor the carrying-charges on tho in- 
vestment. But there is a light in which 
the construction of this excellent new 
rapid transit line can be economically 
justiHed; namely, that it Is so valuable 
a contribution to efficient mas.s-trans- 
portation — which is the lifcblood of com- 
mercial and industrial prosperity in a 
modern American city — that it consti- 
tutes a desirable and even an indispensa- 
ble asset of tho Boston metropolitan di.s- 
trlct as a whole, and a real assurance of 
the district's continuing and increasing 
prosperity in the future. 

If thi.s V>e so, and city officials hare 
always most positively declai-ed that it is 
80, then obviously it is as logical as it 
is financially necessary that the metro- 
politan district shall begin to share In 
the cost of building future rapid-transit 
extensions. .\ normal division of tho 
cost would be fifty-iifty. That w-as the 
basis upon wiiich the General C^ourt drew 
and passed the Governor square act of 
19'28, which Mayor Nichols tiatly refused 
to accept. We believe still that It con- 
stitutes. In principle, tlie most forthright 
and open-eyed way of meeting tho cost 
of tho Governor square itnprovement. 

But Mayor Curley has preferred to 
make a compromise offer. Ho is under- 
stood to have a.ssented. In general terms, 
to an agreement whereby if it is found 
In actual practice that the $1,35,000 of 
annual carrying-charges resulting from 
construction of tho Governor square ex- 
tension throw the budget of tho ISlevatcd 
into ,-i deficit, then the newly organized 
Alctropolitan Transit District will relm 
burse the iiublic trustees for that dellcit 
to tho extent of $135,000 a year but no 
more. Ho far the m.'iyor would go In order 
to put an end to delay of this very much 
too long delayed public improvement. Anti 
we must s.iy, In view of the long years 
of inlranslgeancn shown on this whole 
question by City Hall in tho past, that 
there is scant basis for expecting that any 
more logically suitable terms can be 
secured.

"Hec," the big man. who knew 
everything there was to be known 
about dog.s, wa.s interested in the tlii- 
esl of fowl, loved a trotter and a 
pacer, knew a fighter when ho saw 
one, managed them and r-.-fereed. and 
was interested in politics. How ho 
loved to tell stories and how he could 
tell them. 

Probably his biggest job as a boxing 
referee vi-as when he was the third 
man in the ring In the Johnny VVII- 
son-Miko O'Dowd 12-round fight. 
waged in the days before the Boxing 
Commission, at Mechanic's Building in 
1920. 

It was for the world's middleweight 
title, and Mclnnes decided Wilson was 
the winner, with which went the 
championship.

Counrilman Robert Onrrinri- Wilson,

Imniedintely. councilmen who have 
been disinclined to ensage in arRument 
with Wil.son about the effect of the 
ferry deficit upon the tax bills of hoi;ie 
owners in the residential .sections of 
the city, and who have been unable to 
perceive his motive, expressed the belief 
that the formation of the nuich tallied 
of "anti-Curley bloc" in the council had) 
been disclosed. Wilson vigorously re- 
futed such a theory and insisted that 
he has been a consistent advocate for 
four years of a schedule of ferry tolls 
wliich would materially reduce the an- 
nual op.'-rating deficit of $750,000. 

In the roll calls on the ferry issue 
Councilmen Arnold, Cox, Gleason. 
K"lly. Lynch. Mahoney. Murray and 
Wilson formed the group which sup- 
ported the Wilson movenu-nt to limit 
the operation of the reduced toll schedule 
to a two-year period. 

Such an amendment wa.s propased by 
Wilson after lie had been informed by 
Councilman Donovan tliat a tunnel or 
bridge project should be approaching 
completion by April 1, 1032.

propriate program. 

1 <-?n ' xf"'''.'''''*" "'■ ^""^"^ president of the 
1j30 National Convention Corporation, 
backed up Senator Bacon's estimate of 
«1,5 000,000. Which i,s based on an at- 
tendance of from 300,000 to 350,000 for 
a flve-day period. 

Col. Swan aaid that $10 per day per 
person IS a coii.servative estimate of 
what we ^d be .spent during the con- 
vention. With 300.000 per.sons attend- 
„i^i ''"■"' "■""''^ ■'^'i"w a spending of <;3 - 
000,000 per day. The convention proper 
will be m progrc.s.s for four days, from 
Monday to Thur.sday, Oct.. fi to 9. But 
m addition ]ieihaps most of the visi- 
tors will arrive In Boston the day nre- 
yious, Sunday. If the humber of visi- 
tors reaches 350.000 the figure will be 
materially mcrer.sed. 

For the beni'fit of business men to 
protect them aKainsl unauthorized col- 
ectors or .solicitors Senator Bacon 
l.s.sued a statement that there will be no 
solicitation for funds other tlian tliat 
through the members of his finance 
committ<'eand lliat furlliermore unde'- 
present plans ih,.re will be no paid ad- 
yertlsement.s in the official program for 
the convention. 

Senator Bacon in rii-awinR the lines 
of his campaign outlined a Iwo-fold 
Idea, announcing previou.sly tliat al- 
ready tliere have been a few contribu- 
tions to tlic fund. Under his plan there 
will be one group of committee mcm- 
neis, who will solicit the various busi- 
ne.s:; concerns, according to classltlca- 
tion. Thus busine:-.s concerns will be di- 
vided into groups according to their 
type of business and men will be as- 
signed to each group for solicilatlon. 

Then there will be another group of 
comnutfee men\l)ers. who will woric 
ui>on tlie basis that they are to lie 
responsible for llie raising of $1000 
each. 

Already Col. Swan .said there is greal 
interest in the convention.

Mayor Flays Segregation of 
War Mothers 



Tribute to patriot martyrs and par- 
ticularly to Crispus Attucks, colored 
leader who was first to fall, marked 
the observance of the 160th anniversary 
of the Boston Massacre In this city yes- 
terday. 

The exercises began at 10;4.") A. M. 
at the scene of the ma.ssacre, State and 
Exchange streets; continued at the At- 
tucks grave in the Granary burying 
ground and at the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence tablet on Ba'ton Common. 

Mayor Curley, speaking on the Com- 
mon, expressed his pleasure, in bi'half 
of the city, in laying a wreath ".symbol- 
lie of the men of a race who helped 
make possible by a bapttsm of blood 
the organized revolt and laid the found- 
ation of the United States of Amer- 
ica." 

The mayor then flayed the proposed 
segragatlon of negro war mothers for 
whom is planned a pilgrimage to Finance 
on a .separati' ship.

There is a proviso, arcording to 
the mayor, that In the even th« 
earninps '.f the company ai-v not 
sufficient to meet the rental. If 
shall be paid by the Metropolitan. 
Transit DLstriet to (he city, and lh(» 
Metropolitan Transit District trus- 
tees shall assess any siu-h payment* 
made by it to the cities and town* 
of the district. 

The bill, together with its report 
and findings, is ready to be sub- 
mitted by the sub-committee on 
Metropolitan affairs, the mayor 
said. 

He pointed out that not only ia 
it the first solution of the problem 
arrived at in five years of con- 
troversy, but it wll also provid* 
work for the unemployed.

THAT fourteen members of tie Boston City Council liave l)een 
engaged in a polite but nevertheless earnest struggle for 
branch libraries should be reassuring to Mr. and Mrs. Citizen.

Trouble appears to be that whereas Librarian Belden had 
named 13 districts in which branches are needed, "Fapa" Boston 
could not afford all of them at once. 

Mayor Curlcy's plan is to erect TWO branch libraries an- 
nually for the next six years. 

Which two THIS year? 

That is what the Councillors wanted to know, especially the 
14 whose districts are hungry for branch libraries. 

Nor can we blame them. We can imagine few things more 
likely to be of help to the young man eager to be re-elected to 
the Council — in Boston, mind — than the right to point to a 
Branch Library and say, "There, see what I did!" 

Still, there was the City Treasury, and there was NOT the 
gum needed for all of these branches at once. 

The Council has solved the problem the easiest way, re 
forring it to the Tublic Library Trustees, who hold THEIE places 
by appointment.

Further light on the vexatious ques- 
tion of whether to limit or bar auto- 
mobllo parking In the highly-congested 
downtown business area of Boston Is 
contained In a report of the Clmmber 
of Commerce committee on tfaflic con- 
trol and safety, In which conriitlona In 
the Chicago Ijoop district, where park- 
ing Is prohibited altogether, are used 
as A basis of comparison. 

rh» committee report, signed hy 
Chairman Gilford IjeClear iind n dozen 
representative Boston business men, 
declares tin parking ban lias relieved 
congestion In Chicago's business dis- 
trict, but there Is a division of opinion 
as to the eiToct upon business of the 
parking ba;i 'here. 

Conditions in the two cities are found 
t'l ho so dissimilar that the Chlcag.i 
results are not particularly helpful m 
settling Bosfon'.s problem. 'So tho coni- 
mlttoa has embarked upon a furtliei 
study to ascertain what changes arc 
necessary in downtown parking regu- 
lations In Boston. This new survey 
will fu.-uish workable suggestions for 
the Boston Traffic Commission oon- 
troUed by Mayor Curley. whicli u. the 
llnal authority. 

Pa pari in Part, 

The report states, in partt 
"Boston has gone far ahead of Chi- 
cago in removing Its mass transporta- 
tion facilities from downtown streets. 
Chicago has a larger mileage of ele- 
vated and surface car lines; Boston 
has a smaller length of elevated lines 
end practically no surface car lines. 
Off-stpeet transpo-.-tatlon In Boston 
takes care of 72 percent of the passen- 
ge s entering the dl.strlct, and on-streei 
agcr.

carelessness In the handling of funds 
and city property, and i.ssued warning 
that failure to obey would be the cause 
of the imposition of dra.stic punishment. 
It was an executive conference in 
which the mayor availed hlm.self of 
the opportunity to let department heads 
Know tnai conservaiiou oi municipal 
funds is tlip wntrh'j'orri of inis adminis- 
tration. 

To his sulxirdinales Ihe mayor made 
known that Ihe budRPt estimates of all 
depart ments exclusive of tlie school de- 
partment are .«;4,40n,onn in rxcevs of the 
actual maintenance costs in 1(120 and 
that the school department psiimalc is 
S2,492.nnn in excess of the expenditures 
last .year. This total of $0,892,000 
means an Increase of $3,58 in Ihe lax 
rate, if tii.^ estimates should be ap- 
piovod.
